The water quality basin is approximately 1.0-acre in 
size and is designed to treat on-site stormwater and nuisance runoff from the developed areas before discharging 
into the Thornton Channel and Hemet Channel flood control facilities. The basin will be installed within the location 
of an existing unnamed ephemeral drainage and will retain collection of the nuisance run-off from the development.
